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LOS  CERRILLOS  MINES 

»  AND  THKIR 

Mineral  Resources. 


The  Los  Cerrillos  Mines,  comprising  the  Los  Cerrillos  and 
Galisteo  Mining  Districts,  are  situated  about  twenty-two  miles 
southwest  from  Santa  Fe,  in  the  County  of  Santa  Fe  and 
Territory  of  New  Mexico.  When  seen  from  a  distance,  their 
appearance  would  suggest  to  the  observer  gigantic  ant  hills. 
A  nearer  view  and  we  see  five  principal  mountain  peaks, 
some  of  them  very  irregular,  and  varying  in  height  from  two 
hundred  to  one  thousand  feet  above  the  neighboring  plains. 
These  peaks  are  surrounded  by  foot-hills  gradually  decreasing 
in  size  until  they  finally  merge  into  the  open  prairie.  The 
area  of  the  group,  including  the  foot-hills,  is  about  thirty 
square  miles. 

This  section  is  interesting  from  the  many  old  Spanish 
mines  which  it  contains.  Some  fifty  different  workings  have 
been  discovered  and  located.  Very  few  old  mines  are  open 
at  present,  as  they  have  been  filled  up,  and  traces  of  their 
existence  removed,  either  by  the  Indians  or  the  Spaniards,  at 
the  time  of  the  revolt  by  the  former  in  the  year  1680. 

Perhaps  the  most  interesting  of  these  are  the  Mina-del- 
Tiro  and  Chalchuitl  or  Turquoise  mines,  from  the  fact  that 
they  can  be  explored  to  a  greater  extent  than  others.  Chal- 
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chuitl,  the  Indian  name  for  turquoise,  is  a  very  pretty, 
greenish  blue  stone,  found  in  thin  veins,  and  in  pockets  in 
the  form  of  nuggets,  incrusted  with  a  white  lime  formation. 
It  is  a  mineral  much  prized  by  the  Indians.  There  is  no 
historical  date  when  the  Indians  commenced  to  mine  for  it, 
but  judging  from  the  amount  of  work  accomplished,  and  the 
crude  methods  adopted,  it  must  have  been  hundreds  of  years 
previous  to  the  discovery  of  America. 

The  old  Turquoise  mine  now  being  worked  by  New  York 
capitalists  is  well  worth  a  visit.  The  entire  hill  is  under¬ 
mined  by  caves,  and  there  are  two  immense  open  cuts  or 
excavations,  the  larger  being  fully  three  hundred  feet  across 
and  over  two  hundred  feet  deep.  This,  so  history  states,  is 
where  the  slide  occurred,  in  the  year  1680,  that  buried  some 
twenty-five  Indians.  The  Spaniards,  making  a  requisition 
upon  the  neighboring  Pueblo  of  San  Marcos  for  more  Indians, 
to  take  the  place  of  those  buried,  were  refused,  perhaps  from 
a  superstitious  fear.  The  Spaniards  attempted  to  enforce 
their  orders,  whereupon  the  Indians  revolted,  and  after  a 
severe  struggle,  drove  the  Spaniards  from  the  country.  Sev¬ 
eral  years  later  the  Spaniards  returned,  but  they  have  never 
re-opened  or  attempted  to  work  the  mines,  There  is  a 
tradition  that  before  the  Indians  would  allow  the  Spaniards 
to  return  they  obliged  them  to  take  a  solemn  oath  never 
again  to  work  the  mines. 

The  Mina-del-Tiro  was  worked  for  silver.  Its  circuitous 
shaft  can  be  explored  to  a  depth  of  one  hundred  and  twenty 
feet,  when  you  reach  water.  To  what  depth  this  mine  has 
been  worked  cannot  be  ascertained  until  the  water  has  been 
pumped  out.  It  is  impossible  to  use  sounding  lines,  as  the 
shaft  continues  in  its  windings  below  the  water  level.  At 
this  level  the  mineral  is  a  fine-grained  galena,  showing  some 
grey  copper.  The  pay  vein  is  four  feet  wide  and  very  com¬ 
pact. 

The  Indians  used  stone  tools  almost  exclusively.  Their 
hammers,  which  are  found  in  the  debris  of  the  old  mines  and 
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scattered  about  the  country,  are  of  various  forms,  some  being 
quite  large  and  pointed  to  take  the  place  of  picks.  The  ore 
and  debris  was  removed  from  the  mine  in  leather  baskets  on 
the  backs  of  the  enslaved  Pueblo  or  peoned  Mexicans.  Their 
ladder  ways  were  round  poles,  about  eight  inches  in  diameter, 
having  notches  cut  in  them  twelve  inches  apart  for  steps. 
These  ladders  were  from  twelve  to  fourteen  feet  long,  reach¬ 
ing  from  one  landing  to  another.  The  ore  was  smelted  in 
small  furnaces  constructed  of  stones  cemented  together  with 
mud.  Vast  quantities  of  gold  and  silver  were  obtained  in  this 
manner  in  other  mines.  In  the  year  1865  attempts  were 
made  to  work  these  mines,  but  they  were  soon  abandoned, 
owing  to  their  remoteness  from  the  outside  world.  All  sup¬ 
plies  had  to  be  conveyed  by  freighters  from  the  Missouri 
river,  a  distance  of  eight  hundred  miles. 

In  January,  1879,  some  Colorado  miners  formed  what  was 
then  called  Dimick’s  Camp,  now  known  as  Turquoise  City. 
This  place  is  situated  in  the  centre  of  the  mining  interests, 
and  has  now  about  forty  houses,  some  of  them  quite  substan¬ 
tially  built  of  lumber.  There  are  other  camps  in  the  two 
districts,  viz. :  Purdin’s  Camp,  Poverty  Hollow,  Bonanza  City, 
and  Cerrillos  Station.  The  last  named  place  is  the  depot  of 
the  New  Mexican  and  Southern  Pacific  R.  R.,  and  the  ship¬ 
ping  point  for  the  Los  Cerrillos  mines,  also  for  the  Old  and 
New  Placers,  two  rich  mining  camps  about  sixteen  miles 
distant.  A  smelter  has  been  erected  at  Cerrillos  Station,  but 
it  is  not  yet  in  operation. 

At  the  five  camps  there  is  a  population  of  from  twelve  to 
fifteen  hundred.  The  camps  are  well  watered,  with  the 
exception  of  Turquoise  City.  Parties  are  now  engaged  in 
sinking  a  well  for  water  at  that  place,  and  if  they  succeed, 
the  only  objection  to  Turquoise  City  as  a  place  of  residence 
will  be  removed.  From  the  formation  of  the  camp,  in  the 
early  part  of  1879,  up  to  August,  1880,  no  shafts  of  any 
practical  depth  were  sunk  ;  most  of  the  work  being  assessment 
shafts,  from  ten  to  fifteen  feet  deep.  Most  of  the  deep 


developments  have  been  made  since  August,  1880.  There 
are  about  five  hundred  locations  already  made,  having  shafts 
varying  in  depth  from  ten  to  one  hundred  and  seventy-five 
feet.  The  predominating  mineral  found  is  argentiferous 
galena,  assaying  from  a  few  ounces  at  the  surface,  up  to 
fifteen  hundred  at  a  greater  depth.  In  some  of  the  mines 
gold  bearing  quartz  is  found  on  one  side  of  the  gangue, 
assaying  several  ounces  in  gold.  The  veins  are  from  a  few 
inches  to  twenty  feet  in  width  between  well-defined  walls. 
The  dip  varies  from  a  perpendicular  to  20°  to  the  west ;  the 
strike  from  20°  to  35°  east  from  north.  As  a  general  rule 
the  veins  are  very  regular  in  their  course;  some  may  be 
traced  a  distance  of  several  miles. 

There  are  immense  coal  fields  —  a  portion  of  them  are 
indicated  on  the  lower  left  hand  corner  of  the  accompanying 
map  —  where  coal  of  an  excellent  quality  is  found  in  large ' 
quantities.  The  Railroad  company  control  a  large  area  of 
this  coal  land,  which  they  have  prospected  quite  extensively, 
proving  without  a  doubt  the  existence  of  large  bodies  of  coal. 

Since  the  first  of  August,  1880,  there  have  been  many  new 
locations  of  mines  made  that  do  not  appear  on  the  map,  and 
although  much  of  the  territory  embraced  in  the  map  has  been 
already  located,  yet  there  are  many  sections  of  unprospected 
country  in  which  good  locations  might  be  made. 

The  cost  of  living  is  reasonable.  First-class  board  can  be 
obtained  for  from  six  to  seven  dollars  a  week.  Common 
miners’  wages  are  two  dollars  and  a  half  per  day.  Owing  to 
the  uniform  mildness  of  the  climate,  labor  can  be  performed 
uninterruptedly  throughout  the  year.  There  is  a  growing 
demand  for  labor,  and  the  laboring  miner  can  find  no  better 
country  in  which  to  live.  Constant  work  at  fair  wages,  in  a 
climate  not  excelled  for  healthfulness  in  the  West ;  in  proof 
of  which  we  give  the  following  fact :  that  since  the  formation 
of  the  camp  there  has  been  no  fatal  case  of  sickness  among 
the  people. 

To  the  capitalist,  there  can  be  no  better  section  of  country 
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in  which  to  invest.  The  richness  of  the  mineral  will  compare 
favorably  with  any  mining  district  in  the  West.  Labor  is  at 
a  fair  rate.  Railroad  communications  are  rapidly  increasing. 
Coal,  iron,  limestone  and  fire-clay  for  smelting  purposes  are 
abundant,  and  large  quantities  of  lumber  that  can  be  deliv¬ 
ered  at  the  mines  for  twenty-five  dollars  per  thousand.  Good 
mining  property  can  be  obtained  from  many  of  the  locators 
at  reasonable  prices.  The  great  want  felt  in  the  Los  Cer- 
rillos  mines  is  capital  to  develop  them  to  a  greater  depth 
than  is  possible  for  the  miners  to  do  unaided  by  money.  A 
person  who  investigates  thoroughly  and  places  his  money 
carefully  in  substantial  improvements  will  soon  be  rewarded 
in  having  a  good  mine  which  will  pay  a  handsome  dividend 
upon  all  his  outlays.  There  are  no  hoisting  engines  or  suita¬ 
ble  machinery  for  working  mines  at  a  great  depth.  To  a 
depth  of  two  hundred  feet  the  ore  is  hoisted  by  means  of  a 
horse  whim,  which  is  a  slow  and  expensive  way  when  com¬ 
pared  with  steam  hoisting. 

While  much  can  be  said  in  favor  of  the  Los  Cerrillos 
Mines,  yet  they  comprise  but  a  very  small  portion  of  the 
immense  territory  of  New  Mexico.  The  geological  formation 
of  the  territory  is  such  as  to  make  it  one  of  the  best,  if  not 
the  best  mining  section  in  the  West.  To  many  who  are  not 
fully  acquainted  with  the  history  of  New  Mexico,  the  question 
may  arise,  if  these  mines  give  such  a  good  showing,  and  the 
Spaniards  worked  them  as  successfully  as  history  records, 
why  have  they  not  sooner  been  re-opened  and  worked  .?  The 
answer  is  simple  :  New  Mexico  is  populated  by  a  race  whom 
we  have  been  taught  to  look  upon  as  robbers,  and  in  fact  all 
that  is  bad.  A  prospector  would  naturally  look  for  new 
discoveries  in  a  country  which  is  not  very  thickly  peopled, 
consequently  the  more  northern  states  .and  territories  have 
been  extensively  prospected.  The  Indians  have  been  trou¬ 
blesome  for  many  years  in  the  territory,  and  reports  (often¬ 
times  greatly  exaggerated)  of  the  dangers  to  which  life  and 
property  are  exposed,  have  been  circulated  in  many  news- 
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papers,  thus  deterring  many  from  visiting  the  territory. 
Then  again  the  remoteness  from  all  communication  with  the 
East  has  been  a  drawback.  Today  the  real  and  fancied 
objections  have  been  removed.  The  natives  of  New  Mexico 
are  of  a  kind  and  generous  disposition.  They  never  molest 
or  interfere  with  a  person  or  his  business.  Naturally  they 
are  inclined  to  be  indolent,  yet  they  are  ready  and  willing  to 
work  when  employed. 

The  Indian  question  is  practically  settled.  As  the  country 
becomes  more  civilized  they  will  not  dare  to  roam  openly 
over  the  property  of  others.  We  have  railroads  connecting 
the  best  mineral  and  agricultural  sections  of  the  territory 
with  the  East.  Parties  desiring  to  see  New  Mexico  can  take 
any  line  of  railroad  to  Kansas  City,  thence  via  Atchison, 
Topeka  &  Santa  Fe  R.  R.  to  Santa  Fe  the  capital,  and  chief 
city  of  the  territory,  and  one  of  the  most  interesting  cities  in 
the  United  States.  Conveyance  may  be  obtained  from  Santa 
Fe  to  any  part  of  the  territory.  Parties  who  wish  to  go  to 
the  Los  Cerrillos  Mines  will  find  a  daily  coach  running 
from  the  Grand  Central  Hotel  direct  to  the  mines.  Travellers 
can  obtain  good  accommodations  at  Turquoise  City. 

To  those  who  wish  to  better  their  condition  in  life,  to  those 
who  wish  to  make  investments  where  there  will  be  almost 
certain  returns,  and  to  those  who  are  in  feeble  health,  visit 
New  Mexico,  see  her  vast  resources,  enjoy  her  mild  climate, 
and  then  return,  if  you  wish,  to  your  homes,  feeling  better  in 
health  and  spirits  for  the  trip.

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

OF  THE 

LOS  CERRILLOS  MINING  DISTRICT, 


1ST,  18V9. 


ARTICLE  I. 

SECTION  I. 

That  the  Rules  and  Regulations  adopted  at  a  miners' 
meeting  at  the  mining  camp  of  Dimick  &  Hart  on  the 
twenty-seventh  day  of  March,  1879,  be  amended  and  repealed 
so  as  to  read  as  follows : 


SECTION  2. 

That  this  mining  District  be  organized  under  the  mining 
laws  of  the  United  States  and  the  territory  of  New  Mexico, 
and  it  shall  be  known  as  the  Los  Cerrillos  Mining  District, 
and  shall  be  bounded  as  follows,  to  wit :  The  South  boun¬ 
dary  line  shall  be  the  East  boundary  line  of  the  Galisteo 
District  previously  established :  and  from  the  Northeast 
corner  of  the  Galisteo  District  to  Pino’s  Ranch  on  Cerrillos 
Creek,  thence  to  San  Marcos  Springs,  thence  to  Galisteo 
River,  along  the  Santa  Fe  and  Old  Placer’s  road. 
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SECTION  3. 

That  any  person  or  persons  hereafter  desiring  to  locate  a 
mining  claim  upon  a  vein  or  lode  of  quartz  or  other  rock,  in 
place,  bearing  gold,  silver,  cinnabar,  lead,  tin,  copper  or  other 
valuable  deposits,  in  this  District,  can  do  so  by  first  putting 
a  written  notice  at  or  near  the  discovery  shaft.  Said  notice 
to  be  written  in  a  plain,  legible  hand,  and  to  state  (i)  the 
direction  or  course  as  near  as  possible  along  the  vein  or  ledge, 
(2)  the  number  of  linear  feet  claimed  each  way  from  the  said 
vein,  and  the  number  of  feet  claimed  on  each  side  of  the 
shaft,  (3)  the  name  of  the  lode,  (4)  the  name  or  names  of  the 
locators,  and  (5)  the  true  date  of  location. 

SECTION  4. 

That  a  mining  claim  in  Los  Cerrillos  Mining  District  shall 
not  exceed  in  length  along  the  vein  or  lode  fiftee7i  hundred 
(1500)  feet  linear  measure,  nor  more  than  one  hundred  and 
fifty  {150)  lineal  feet  on  either  side  of  the  discovery  shaft  vein 
or  lode.  The  claim  or  claims  shall  be  marked  distinctly  by 
nine  (9)  stakes  or  monuments  put  up  as  follows,  to  wit :  one  at 
each  corner  of  the  surface  ground,  one  at  the  middle  point  of 
each  side  line,  and  one  at  or  near  the  discovery  shaft.  The 
stake  or  monument  at  or  near  the  discovery  shaft  to  contain 
the  notice  of  location,  and  each  of  the  other  stakes  or  monu¬ 
ments  their  respective  localities  and  the  name  of  the  lode. 

SECTION  5. 

That  no  location  of  a  mining  claim  within  this  district 
shall  be  considered  as  complete  until  the  following  conditions 
are  complied  with :  (i)  the  vein  or  lode  shall  be  disclosed  to 
view,  (2)  the  stakes  or  monuments  shall  be  put  up  and 
marked  as  required  in  Section  4  of  this  Article.  Provided 
always  that  the  locator  or  locators  shall  have  ten  (10)  days 
from  the  date  of  posting  the  location  notice,  in  which  to  put 
up  the  stakes  or  monuments. 
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SECTION  6. 

That  in  order  to  hold  the  possessory  right  to  a  location  on 
claims  hereafter  made,  the  owner  or  owners  of  said  location 
shall  sink  a  shaft  no  less  than  ten  (lo)  feet  deep  within  ninety 
(90)  days  from  the  date  on  the  location  notice  on  the  vein  of 
the  lode. 

SECTION  7. 

That  all  notices  of  locations  shall  be  recorded  within 
ninety  (90)  days  fit)m  date  of  location.  Claims  located  prior 
to  the  passage  of  this  rule  will  be  subject  to  the  above 
conditions. 

SECTION  8. 

That  in  estimating  the  value  of  improvements  under  the 
United  States  laws,  viz.:  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  per 
annum  on  each  mining  claim,  labor  shall  be  estimated  at  four 
dollars  ($4.00)  per  day,  and  the  material,  powder,  fuse,  tools, 
etc.,  shall  be  estimated  at  their  value  as  fixed  by  the  current 
prices  in  the  District  at  the  time  the  said  material  is  used. 

ARTICLE  II. 

SECTION  I. 

All  controversies  arising  between  miners  in  Los  Cerrillos 
Mining  District,  in  regard  to  mining  claims  situated  in  said 
District,  shall  be  referred  to  a  miners'  meeting  to  be  called 
by  the  Recorder  of  said  District,  by  first  posting  in  four 
conspicuous  places  within  the  District  notices  in  writing, 
stating  the  object  of  the  meeting,  at  least  three  days  before 
the  day  set  for  the  meeting. 

ARTICLE  III. 

SECTION  I. 

The  annual  election  for  a  Recorder  for  Los  Cerrillos 
Mining  District  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  in  Septem¬ 
ber  of  each  year. 
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SECTION  2. 

The  Recorder  shall  be  elected  by  ballot.  The  candidate 
receiving  the  plurality  of  votes  cast  by  the  miners  owning 
claims  or  mining  in  the  District  for  twenty  (20)  days  last 
past  in  Los  Cerrillos  Mining  District  shall  be  declared 
elected  by  the  chairman  of  the  meeting. 

SECTION  3. 

The  Recorder  shall  hold  his  office  untjl  his  successor  is 
elected  and  qualified. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

SECTION  I. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Recorder  to  faithfully  record  in 
a  book  or  books  kept  for  that  purpose,  all  notices  of  locations, 
deeds  of  transfer,  and  the  minutes  of  all  meetings,  etc.,  in 
good  legible  hand-writing,  and  in  a  neat  and  proper  manner. 

SECTION  2. 

It  shall  be  his  duty  to  call  all  meetings  when  requested  to 
do  so  by  any  five  persons  interested  in  Los  Cerrillos  Mining 
District,  and  the  miners  present  at  said  meeting  shall  select 
a  chairman  for  said  meeting. 

SECTION  3. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Recorder  to  keep  safe  and  secure 
the  books  and  records  of  Los  Cerrillos  Mining  District  in  his 
office,  and  he  shall  not  be  allowed  to  let  any  person  take 
them  therefrom,  but  shall  keep  them  open  for  the  inspection 
of  any  person  at  all  reasonable  hours. 

SECTION  4. 

The  Recorder  shall  receive  for  recording  each  claim  or 
deed  of  transfer,  the  sum  of  two  dollars  {$2.00),  but  he  shall 
not  be  compelled  to  file  or  record  said  location  notices  or 
deeds  of  transfer,  until  he  is  paid  his  fees.  He  shall  file  said 
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location  notices  or  deeds  of  transfer  in  the  order  in  which 
they  are  presented  to  him,  and  shall  write  on  the  back  of 
said  notices  and  deeds  of  transfer  the  words  Filed  for  Record, 
together  with  the  day  and  date  of  the  same,  and  it  shall  be 
his  duty  to  have  the  location  notices  and  deeds  of  transfer 
filed  and  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  Probate  Clerk  at  Santa 
Fe,  Santa  Fe  county,  N.  M.,  at  his  own  expense.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Recorder  to  furnish  certified  copies  of  said 
notices  of  location  and  deeds  of  transfer,  when  applied  to,  at 
the  same  rate  as  allowed  the  Clerk  of  Santa  Fe  county. 

SECTION  5. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Recorder  to  have  the  Rules  and 
Regulations  of  Los  Cerrillos  Mining  Camp  published  in  Los 
Cerrillos  Prospector  once  a  month,  and  pay  for  the  same  out 
of  the  fees  of  his  office. 


SECTION  6. 

These  Rules  and  Regulations  shall  be  in  force  and  take 
effect  from  and  after  their  passage.

LAWS 

OF  THE 

GALISTEO  MINING  DISTRICT. 

onriTE  5TI3:,  i879. 


ARTICLE  I. 

This  District  shall  be  known  as  the  Galisteo  District. 
ARTICLE  IL

summit  of  the  Sierra-del-Oro  to  the  Galisteo  Creek ;  South  by 
the  meanderings  of  the  Galisteo  Creek  ;  North  from  the  apex 
of  the  Sierra-del-Archevaque,  in  a  direct  line  North  45° 
West  to  a  point  of  intersection  with  the  road  known  as  the 
Albuquerque  stage  road  forming  the  western  boundary. 

ARTICLE  III. 

All  claims  appertaining  to  mining  interests  shall  be  re¬ 
corded  by  the  District  Recorder. 
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ARTICLE  IV. 

The  officers  of  the  District  shall  consist  of  a  President, 
Vice  President,  Secretary  and  District  Recorder  of  Claims. 

ARTICLE  V. 

The  fee  for  recording  shall  in  each  and  every  case  be  one 
dollar  and  fifty  cents. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

All  notices  of  meetings  shall  be  posted  for  at  least  ten 
‘days  in  advance,  and  be  accompanied  by  the  signature  of  the 
President  and  Secretary. 

ARTICLE  VII.

ARTICLE  VIII. 

The  books  shall  always  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the 
public,  and  shall  never  be  taken  from  the  hands  of  the 
Recorder ;  but  any  person  shall  be  entitled  to  copy  any  record 
at  any  reasonable  time. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

All  claimants  to  lodes  and  mining  claims  shall  sink  a 
working  shaft  on  his  claim  not  less  than  four  feet  by  six  feet, 
and  ten  feet  deep,  within  ninety  days  from  date  of  location, 
and  a  failure  to  perform  the  above  work  shall  be  a  forfeiture 
of  the  claimant’s  rights  to  such  location,  and  the  lode  shall  be 
open  for  re-location. 

ARTICLE  X. 

No  party  shall  be  allowed  to  claim  more  than  one  hundred 
and  fifty  feet  on  each  side  of  his  lode  after  this  date. 
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ARTICLE  XL 

There  shall  be  a  committee  of  three  appointed,  known  as 
the  Committee  of  Arbitration,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  sit  in 
council  and  decide  any  and  all  disputes  and  differences 
between  miners,  and  that  they  are  to  be  the  Judges  of  their 
jurisdiction,  not  in  conflict  with  the  territorial  laws  and  the 
general  laws  of  Congress.

The 
turquoise  has  always  been  the  favorite  jewel  of  the  western 
tribes,  and  was  extensively  in  use  at  the  time  of  the  conquest 
of  Mexico  in  1541.  The  extent  that  this  mine  has  been 
worked  by  the  Indians  can  not  be  known  until  further  devel¬ 
opments  have  been  made.  The  debris  covers  an  area  of  some 
55  acres,  and  averages  from  30  to  80  feet  in  depth.  This  mine 
is  now  owned  by  D.  C.  Hyde  of  New  York,  who  commenced 
developing  on  Jan.  i,  1880.  His  principal  work  has  been  sink¬ 
ing  shafts,  one  on  each  side  of  the  mountain.  The  east  shaft 
is  now  at  a  depth  of  64  feet.  The  west  shaft  is  80  feet  deep, 
with  a  tunnel  to  connect  with  the  east  shaft.  This  tunnel  is 
driven  180  feet  from  the  face  of  the  shaft.  In  addition,  he 
has  opened  several  caves  or  ancient  workings  filled  up  by  the 
Indians.  The  entire  mountain  seems  to  be  undermined  by 
these  caves.  No  idea  of  this  wonderful  mine  can  be  con¬ 
veyed  by  a  written  description.  A  visit  to  the  mine  is  the 
only  way  to  understand  its  wonders,  and  thousands  have  been 
there  and  gone  away  well  paid  for  time  and  expense.
